Syrovy Grants 
Autonomy to 


Slovak Region 


Prague Hears Hitler Is 
Preparing New Claims 
for Territory 


PRAGUE, Oct. 6—The new gov- 
ernment of President-Premier Jan 
Syrovy today decreed autonomy for 
Slovakia “within the framework of 
the Republic.” 

The 3,000,000 Slovaks and the 
607000 Ruthenians—with the 
Czechs they form a population of 
nearly 10,000,000—had announced 
that they would remain within the 
Republic and reject “any outside 
intervention.” 

Slovak autonomy came when the 
Syrovy Cabinet appointed Deputy 
Josef Tiso premier of a new Slovak 
Cabinet which he is forming. 

Hereafter, Slovakia, with its 10. 
000 square miles at the eastern end 
of Czechoslovakia will have its own 
provincial diet and cabinet but will 
remain within the framework of 
the Prague Government. 

Tiso, one of the leaders of the 
Hlinka Party, already has named 
two Slovak leaders, Karel Sidor 
and Martin Sokol, as ministers. 
Two days ago, in a cabinet re- 
shuffle before the resignation of 
President Edward Benes, Dr. Sokol, 
also a leader of the Slovak au- 
tonomist party, was named to a 
newly-created Cabinet post as min- 
ister for Slovakia. i 

In addition to serving as Slovak 
premier, Tiso will take over Sokol’s 
post in the Prague Cabinet. 

The Syrovy Cabinet, which in- 
cludes four Army leaders, today 
ordered demobilizel two military 
classes called to the colors two 
weeks ago when the nation mobil- 
ized 1,200,000 men for defense 
against Germany.

It is 
startling how in Italy, Germany and Japan, fascist litera- 
ture reeks with the same sort of sadism and pornography 
one finds in this emerging movement in America. 

Abnormal economic conditions breed the same type of 
abnormal personalities, whatever the race or nation. 

A young girl, a member of the Pioneers, an organiza- 
tion for working class children, sends me the following note on one 
of these novels. " * 

“The other day.” she says, “I ran across a book called ‘Comrade,’ 
by someone named George Bayle. It is dedicated to Howard Clark and 
‘Comrades M. and J.’ 

“I don't know whether this book has been called to ycur attention. 
On the flap it is stated that thé book is based on a certain phase of 
radicalism, and that it may anger some and shock many. 
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It is the bourgeoisie in decay who write books like these. These 
are characters who have been dec!assed, beaten by capitalism, uprooted, 
robbed of all hope and idealism. They fluctuate from one messiah to 
another; they even drift into Communism, some of them. 

The best straighten out, and become fine, loyal Communists; we 
have seen such splendid cases. The riffraff return like dogs to their 
old vomit. These become often the Communist “experts” in the yellow 
press, like Don Levine, Bugene Lyons, et al.; or they become open 
fascists, like the Lawrence : and some write novels, thinking 
to turn a dishonst dollar or two out of the timely sensation of a com-

The House of Krupp has been 
engaged in the armament industry 
ever since the Thirty Years’ War, 
when Anton Krupp sold to the 
Protestant Netherlands and the 
Catholic Electorate of Cologne 
alike. There has not been a major 
war on the continent since then in 
which Krupps have not been mixed. 
Three generations of this family 
have sat in councils of war with 
the Kaiser.
